If we remember that all bodies owe 
their colors to the rays of light, which 
they cannot absorb, and all bodies 
which reflect all the light they receive, 
without absorbing any, appear perfect­ 
ly white, we shall he prepnn*d to under­ 
stand how the multitude of reflecting 
surfaces formed by the foam, and 
which do not absorb any light, must 
necessarily give tho froth a white ap­ 
pearance. 
it Is for the same reason 
that any very fine powder appears 
white, even the blackest marble, when 
ground to dust, losing every trace of Its 
original color.
